BRITISH HONDURAS. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
copy of a draft agreement between the Acting 
Governor of British Honduras and an American 
gentleman, by which the latter is to pay 1 cent 
each for the privilege of tapping 12,500,000 
pine trees for turpentine. For the concession, 
which is granted for a period of twenty-six years, 125,000 dols. is. 
to be paid within a little over two years. 

By the terms of the concession, all pine products obtained by 
the concessionnaire will be exempt from any export duty, and 
materials and supplies required for use in cutting or bleeding pine 
trees, and in the manufacture and transportation of pine products, 
will be admitted free of import duty. 

In this connection the United States Consul at Belize reports 
that the exploitation of the pine woods of British Honduras. 
will necessitate large purchases of mechanical and food supplies 
for many years. Perhaps one-third of the area of the Colony is 
pine ridge, and though the trees are not of great size, the wood 
is very heavy and rich in sap. 

The concession was securéd primarily for the purpose of making 
turpentine and exporting the timber, but the enterprises that will 
develop later will not be confined to these aims. ‘Tramways, 
permanent roads, and agriculture will surely follow, and the open- 
ing of the unexplored lands of the Colony will be effected, or at 
least largely advanced.

owned by the State, into communication with the Port of the latter 
place. A British firm are to construct the line; the capital required 
for the work, as also the necessary rolling-stock for the working of the 
line, will be found by them, while the State undertakes to pay the 
contractors the cost of the line, plus interest at 6 per cent. per annum 
from the earnings of the newly constructed line. As each section is 
completed and taken over from the contractors the Government is 
to grant them a certificate stating the cost of the particular section. 
The 6 per cent. interest mentioned: above is to be paid to the 

contractors from the date of the delivery of the certificate. 


A cablegram has been received at the Board of Trade from H.M. 
Consul at Buenos Aires to the effect that 
Coal. tenders will be received up to the 1dth 
December for the supply, to the Sanitary Com- 

missioners in that city, of 52,000 tons of Cardiff coal.

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The total value of the minerals raised during the year amounted 
to 101,808,404/., a decrease of 5,296,480/., as compared with 1902. 
This decrease is to be accounted for by the fall in the average price 
of coal from 8s. 2°84d. per ton in 1902 to 7s. 7°93d. in 1903. 
The total output of coal was the highest hitherto recorded, viz., 
230,334,469 tons, but the value was only 88,227,5471., as against 
93,521,407/. in 1902, when the output was less by more than three 
million tons. 

The quantity of coal exported, exclusive of coke and patent fuel 
and of coal shipped for the use of steamers engaged in foreign 
trade, was 44,950,057 tons, an increase of nearly two million tons 
on the exports for 1902. Germany, France, and Italy each received 
over six million tons, Sweden over three million tons, and Russia, 
Spain, Denmark and Egypt each over two million tons. Adding 
the 2,055,444 tons exported in the form of coke and patent fuel, 
and the 16,799,848 tons shipped for the use of British and foreign 
steamers engaged in foreign trade, the total quantity of coal which 
left the country was 63,805,349 tons. 

The amount of coal remaining for home consumption was 
166,529,120 tons, or 3°939 tons per head of the population. 
18,302,240 tons were used in the blast furnaces for the manufac- 
ture of pig-iron, as against 17,649,137 tons in the previous year. 

The output of iron ore, 13,715,645 tons, shows a further increase 
of 289,641 tons, but the value, 3,229,937/., is less by 58,164/. than 
in 1902. The ore yielded 4,500,972 tons of iron, or about one-half 
of the total quantity of pig-iron made in the country. 6,314,162 
tons of iron ore were imported during the year, 78 per cent. of 
which came from Spain. 

As regards other metallic ores, copper, gold, lead, silver, and 
zinc, all show an increase on the figures of 1902, both in the 
amount and value of the metal obtained, and in the case of tin, 
although the amount obtained is less, the value is greater. 

Among non-metallic minerals the increase in the output of 
natural gas at the Heathfield workings, from 150,000 to nearly a 
million cubic feet, may be noticed.

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OPENINGS FOR TRADE IN THE UGANDA 
PROTECTORATE. 


In his general report on the Uganda Protectorate for the year 
ended 31st.March last (see notice on p. 293), H.M. Commissioner 
and Consul-General at Entebbe gives some particulars of the 
principal articles imported into the Protectorate. The following 
extracts have been made from the report :— 


Cotton Goods.—‘‘ The total imports have risen from 33,7311. in 
1902-1903 to 52,635/. in the year under report, showing an 
increase of 18,9641. Cotton goods to the value of 18,5671. were 
imported from the United Kingdom, 10,111/. more than in the 
previous year. This is very satisfactory, but the principal rise is 
still in cotton from the United States, locally known as ‘ Americani,’ 
the importation of which has increased from 8,460l. to 17,0861., 
having, in fact, more than doubled. I have before me a piece of 
‘Americani’ made in Italy by the Italian Trading Company from 
the first Uganda-grown cotton exported. This is a very interesting 
experiment. It is made the same length and breadth as the true 
‘Americani, which it closely resembles in colour and texture. 
The Italian Trading Company, who have been large importers of 
‘ Americani,’ are now confident that they will be independent of the 
United States for their cotton goods. The first consignment has 
only just arrived, and none has yet been sold, but the merchants 
tell me that it appears to be superior to the American article, and 
that it is likely to take the market. Samples are being sent home. 
I have been informed by the firm that the price will be slightly 
higher than that imported from the United States, but that they 
hope soon to sell at the same price. ‘ Americani,’ which is simply 
‘unbleached and undressed calico, is made in pieces 30 yards long 
by 1 yard broad; twenty-five pieces go toa bale. The present 
selling price is 9s. 4d. the piece, or 11/. 10s. 8d. the bale, which 
weighs 2474 lbs. I would again invite the attention of our home 
firms to this article, which has thoroughly adapted itself to the 
market, and for which there is a largely increasing demand in 
Africa. For fancy piece-goods the demand appears to have been 
less than the preceding year. 


Corrugated Iron.—‘‘This is imported exclusively from the 
United Kingdom and Germany. Imports from the United King- 
dom rose from 1,800/. to 2,333/., exclusive of a large supply 
imported for Government purposes. There was a slight increase 
in the supply from Germany. The English article is superior to 
the German, and in greater demand, The latter is lighter, and 
does not wear so well; its only recommendation is its cheapness. 
There should be an increasing demand for corrugated iron, as the 
traders are building largely, and the chiefs have commenced to 
roof their houses with iron. 


Machinery.—‘‘ There is an increase of about 800/. in this article, 
due principally to rubber and fibre presses imported by the 
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Italian Trading Company. There is but little demand at present ; 
this should increase as the agricultural development of the 
Protectorate advances. The principal machines for which a 
demand is likely to arise are cotton, rubber, and fibre presses, 
and cotton ginning machines. A machine I am anxious to see 
introduced into the country is a Sanseveria fibre-cleaning machine 
which will really answer its purpose. 


Tents.—‘ ‘T'here is a slight increase in the imports [of furniture 
and tents | from the United Kingdom, but the total imports have 
decreased by 875/. Excellent furniture is now made locally by 
Indian carpenters, and the Baganda are being trained ; most of our 
requirements can now be met locally. The tents best suited to 
the country are those made of green rot-proof canvas. 


Groceries.—‘‘ The imports have increased from 4,4411. to 10, 614d. 
The bulk of the groceries come from the United Kingdom, which 
supplied 8,032/. worth in 1903, as compared with 2 O55. in the 
previous year. There is also an increase in imports from India 
and Germany. ‘The demand should steadily increase, as the 
natives have taken to the consumption of European provisions ; 
the articles at present in most demand among them are tea, 
biscuits, and jams. 


Crockery and Glassware.—‘‘'‘There is an increasing demand for 
crockery and glassware, the imports of which have risen from 
4601. in the previous year to 2,650/. in the year under report. 
Imports from the United Kingdom aggregated 7791.; those from 
Germany 1,060/. From Germany comes a large quantity of cheap 
lamps, hurricane lamps, and others. Sheet glass comes from the 
United Kingdom and Germany, the English article being much 
preferred. 


Hardware——‘‘The imports [of miscellaneous hardware] have 
risen from 2,455/. to 3,3801. Imports from the United Kingdom 
have slightly decreased, whilst those from Germany and India 
have increased. A quantity of enamelled hardware is introduced 
from Germany, which finds a ready sale with the natives, who 
are taking to its use instead of local earthenware. 


Sugar.—‘‘The imports from the United Kingdom sil India 
have increased by 499/. and 2511, respectively. The small imports 
from Egypt and Germany have slightly increased, whilst those 
from Italy have ceased. ‘There is an increasing demand for this 
article, which is coming into favour with the natives. 


Boots and Shoes.—‘‘ The imports have increased by 5731., chiefly 
from the United Kingdom. Small consignments are received 
from Germany and India. English boots and shoes are much in 
favour with the better class of natives, who are fast taking to their 
wear. The demand should increase rapidly.”

the difficulty of transport to the coast. Sstich’uan, he says, lies at 
the very back of China, but its remoteness would be of less con- 
sequence were it readily and easily accessible. Unfortunately it is 
not. The casual traveller in Western China points to the magni- 
ficent waterways of the province, and calls loudly for steam 
navigation on its great commercial artery, the Yangtsze and its 
tributaries, but a close study of the conditions of these waterways 
has convinced the Consul-General that, from a commercial =a 
paying standpoint, through steam navigation of the Upp 
Yangtsze, from Ichang as far as Wan Hsien, is a dream that oa 
never be realised. 

One result of this is that although the Ssiich’s uanese are particu- 
larly fond of foreign goods of all kinds, they are debarred from a 
free indulgence in them by the heavy freights with which they are 
under present conditions, necessarily burdened. The Consul- 
General instances the high prices of petroleum, cube sugar, and 
foreign ribbons at Ch’éngtu, and adds that foreign cotton textiles are 
wanted by the Ssiich’uanese, but the heavy freight and the locking 
up of capital caused by a three months’ journey from Ichang to 
Ch’éngtu by junk militate against their free consumption.

FRANCE. 


In his report on the trade of France during the year 1908, 
H.M. Consul-General at Paris states that 


ee on goods, other than raw sugar for the refineries, 
° 1903 entered temporarily to be re-exported or 


to undergo certain processes of manufacture, 
represented a value of 5,280,000/. as imported and 7,360,0001. as 
re-exported, being an increase of 80,900/. on the five years’ 
average, but a decrease of 320,000/. on the operations under this 
régime during the previous year. This decrease principally 
affected silk and silk waste, olive and palm oils, and pig iron; 
while there was a slight increase on silk tissues pure and mixed, 
on barley, copper and iron. 

Of the raw material entered under this régime, the imports 
came chiefly from Russia to the value of 2,093,2401.; Italy, 
549,7601.; Spain, 420,8801.; Belgium, 338,600/.; Roumania, 
313,4001. ; the United Kingdom, 298,000/.; and Germany, 322,4.401. 
Of the various kinds of cereals admitted the value was 
2,840,000/., while the value as re-exported was only 2,720,000L., 
but to this latter amount has to be added the price fetched for 
bran and offals derived from the cereals thus temporarily imported 
and entered for consumption. 

Of the 7,360,0001. worth of manufactured products re-exported 
in 1903, 2,208,000/. represent enhanced value by manufacture in 
France. Of the articles re-exported completely manufactured, there 
went to Belgium, 1,413,2001.; Switzerland, 937,9601.; United 
Kingdom, 677,8001.; Egypt, 628,840/.; Italy, 598,000/.; Tunis, 
496,3201.; Germany, 304,120/.; and to Russia, 260,920/. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 3,301.)
